If the sale of sugar by Gettysburg 


stores is any criterion, residents of 
Gettysburg are doing more canning 
than ever before. 


Larger grocers report their sales 


of sugar as "twice as high" as dur- 
ing ordinary times, and one store 
reports it sold more than a ton of 
sugar in one week to local women 
to be used in canning. 


"The bridge table," one grocer 


said, "seems to have been replaced 
by the domestic game of canning— 
played with jars, preserving kettles, 
fruit and vegetables, and a lot of 
husbands are waiting for their sup- i 
pers now because of the canning 
which runs through morning, after- 
noon and far into the night in many j 
homes." 


Canning: Peaches, Tomatoes Now 
The grocers also report that the 


canning is being spread out through 
the summer, with most housewives 
waiting until the various crops are 
most plentiful so as to obtain the 
fruits 
and vegetables at 
lowest 


prices. The home canners are going 
in for quality foodstuffs, the grocers 
report, and seem to be preserving 
the best they can obtain. 


Peaches and tomatoes are in full 


swing on the town canning circuit 
at the present time. Thousands of 
quarts of peaches are being canned, 
and additional thousands of con- 
tainers of tomato products are being 
prepared, including a lot of catsup, 
housewives and grocers alike re- 
port. 


The canning season started in 


May and will—G©Btinuc_wjjlL into 
October and the grocers say they 
could tell when one season ends and 
another begins by the number of 
pounds of sugar they sell. 


Ration Board Busy 


The local rationing board reports 


that the number of applications for 
sugar arc in the thousands, but 
could not give the exact number. 
"There is a tremendous pile of them 
here, but we've been too busy bring- 
ing the applications before the board 
to try to keep track of the number," 
one clerk explained. 


Stamps 15 and 16 arc good for five 


pound5; each and most people used 
the stamps for additional sugar for 
canning, but many have had to 
make additional applications for 
sugar with the amount running up 
to 100 pounds for some families. 
The largest amount allowed for any 
one family is 250 pounds. The aver- 
age application is about 25 pounds 
per person including the extra 10 
pounds given by coupons 15 and 16, 
it was stated.

Guns Shell Coast And 
Aerial Forces Screen 
Invasion With Bombs

British 8th Army troops invaded the European continent today, striking into' southern Italy from 


Sicily, and first reports indicated they had succeede d in establishing a series of beachheads. 


Italian headquarters said the Allies had begun operations against the Calabrian coast, on the toe of 
the Italian boot, "on a vast scale." 


An official Allied spokesman said Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery's veterans were engaged in "heavy 
fighting." 


There was no report of any invasion spearhead having been thrown back after the first landings, 


which came at 4:30 a. m. (10:30 p. m., Thursday, Eastern War Time). 


Crowded Barges Cross Straits 


"Allied forces under the command of General Eisenhower have continued their advance," said a bul- 


letin from Allied headquarters. 


"British and Canadian troops of the 8th.Army, supported by Allied sea and air power, attacked across 


the Strait of Messina early today and landed on the mainland of Italy." 


Dispatches said crowded Allied invasion barges, troop-landing craft and amphibious jeeps, sweeping 


across the Strait under cover of a moonless night, landed on the beaches opposite Messina. 


The initial attack apparently struck in the vie inity of Reggio Calabria (pop. 50,000) bomb-battered 
ferry terminus. 


British and Canadian troops led the assault, while Lieut.- 


Gen. 
George S. Patton's American 7th Army, co-victors in 


the 38-day conquest of Sicily, was held in reserve. 


Just before the attack, Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower flew to 


Sicily for a final checkup with Gen. Montgomery and Gen. 
Sir Harold L. Alexander. 


Other Armies Ready 


The fact that Gen. Eisenhower held still other armies 


uncommitted raised the possibility that further attacks on 
Hitler's "European Fortress" were coming soon—perhaps in 
rapid succession.

PILOT HURT AS 
PLANE CRASHES 


Nelson Stake, Chambersburg, is in 


the Warner hospital today follow- 
ing a crack-up of his airplane near

Stake, who is an instructor for 


the Naval Air cadets at Mt. St. | 
Mary's college, Emmitsburg,

fiying his own plane and was alone 
at the time of the crash. He suf- , 
fered multiple lacerations and abra- 
sions of the body, with particularly ! 
bad lacerations on the right side of 
the forehead near the right eye, a 
fracture of the left upper arm 
and shock. 


Stake was flying his plane upside 


down at an altitude of 3,000 feet ] 
when "something went wrong" with 
the ship as he attempted to right 
it. Investigation of the remains of | 
the demolished ship showed this 
morning that an aileron and rudder 
had stuck causing, a vibration that 
.shook off part of one of the wings. 
The plane then went into a tight 
spiral and crashed into a field. 


The safety belt strapped around 


Stake broke with the shock of the 
landing and he was pitched into the 
forepart of the cockpit against the 
dashboard.

A Sicilian Invasion Port, Sept. 3 


The first wave of Allied attacking 
forces went into the toe of Italy at 
night and without a moon. 


In a sea which has been consis- 


tently calm for a week, many hun- 
dreds of ships and barges began 
setting out for the Italian coast with 
only starlight to guide them to the 
enemy beaches. 


They had continuous air cover 
Extraordinary scenes led up to 


the moment when the first wave of 
the expedition got under way. For 
ten days past vast numbers of men 
and vehicles ha\e been feeding down 
to the invasion ports. 


If you can imagine a pre-war 


London or New York traffic jam 
magnified a hundred times, then 
you can guess uhat the roads have 
been like. 


All in Readiness

Steady antr Calm 


They either talked about some- 


thing else or not at all. Two weeks' 
of rest and quiet has given them 
great steadiness and confidence. 


A great deal of all this intense 


organization was carried out in full 
view of the Italian mainland. There 
has never been any real sign of 
movement on the mainland beyond 
an occasional shell lobbing over the 
straits from the Calabrian hills. 


From this distance the mainland 


looks like an uninhabited rock and 
at times the silence over there has 
been uncanny. 


Bomb Brenner 
Pass Bridges

Heavy attacks were made

broken by Allied aenal bombs

Farther south, the Allied 


heavy bombers scored hits 
and observed many explosions 
and fires m rail yards and 
warehouses at Bologna, also 
on the railway to Brenner 
Pass 


The raids wne carried out 


by unescorted heavy bombers. 
One failed to return. 


to southern France and the Rhone Valley invasion path to 
the heart of the continent; at Crete, in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean; or the Allies might turn the southern end of Italy 
into a base for a trans-Adriatic drive into the Balkans. 


Perhaps significantly, in this connection, London censor- 


ship prevented speculation on future events in the Mediter- 
ranean theater, even halting American correspondents' dis- 
patches quoting speculation in London newspapers. 


Huge Sea Armada 


Dispatches said an armada of "many hundreds" of troop- 


jammed ships and barges made up the attacking force. As 
they sped across the narrow Messina Straits, Allied long- 
range guns on the Sicilian coast laid down a terrific barrage in 
Axis defenses. Warships bombarded the beaches, blowing up 
barbed-wire entanglements and machine-gun posts, and a 
great swarm of American and RAF warplanes formed a pro- 
tective cover overhead. 


Rocking Blasts 


In an eye-witness account of the 


landing operations, an American 
bomber pilot declared: 


"We saw colossal explosions and 


watched what appeared to be a 
great artillery duel near the Strait 
of Messina." 


An Italian communique implied 


that the attack had gained at least 
preliminary 
success, announcing 


tersely: 


"Last night the enemy, who in the 


past had attempted isolated land- 
ings which were then promptly re- 
pulsed, began operations against the 
Calabrian coast facing Messina." 


It made no mention of the new 


full-dress landings having been re- 
pulsed.

Guns Shell Coast And 
Aerial Forces Screen 
Invasion With Bombs

British Nth Army troops invaded the European continent today, striking into southern Italy from 
Sicily, and first reports indicated they had succeeded in establishing a series of beachheads. 
Italian headquarters said the Allies had begun operations against the Calabrian coast, on the toe of 
the italian boot, “on a vast scale.” 
An official Allied spokesman said (Jen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery’s veterans were engaged in “heavy 
fighting.” 
There was no report of any invasion spearhead having been thrown back after the first landings, 
which came at 4:80 a. rn. (10:30 p. rn., Thursday, Eastern w ar Time).

“Allied forces under the command of General Eisenhower have continued their advance,” said a bul­ 
letin from Allied headquarters. 
“British and Canadian troops of the Sth Army, supported by Allied sea and air power, attacked across 
the Strait of Messina early today and landed on the mainland of Italy.” 
Dispatches said crowded Allied invasion barges, troop-landing craft and amphibious jeeps, sweeping 
across the Strait under cover of a moonless night, landed on the beaches opposite Messina.

More Tricks Coming- 


Invasion of Italy is a job which 


had to be done, and it will be im- 
mensely useful in many ways. Still 
I have a hunch that there are other 
things the Allies would rather be 
doing right now than cleaning up 
this peninsula which is merely an 
appendage of the continent and 
cannot bring the Western United 
Nations armies immediately to grips 
with the Nazi forces within Hitler's 
European fortress. 


Indeed, it's my suggestion that we 


watchers keep one eye on the un- 
folding of the drama in Italy, and 
the other cocked in the direction of 
other possible invasion points. The 
Allies have more than this one trick 
in their old kit bags. 


The 
invading forces swarmed 


ashore in lower Italy with the ex- 
pectation of encountering stiff re- 
sistance, and according to the Al- 
giers radio the British and Canadian 
troops of the Eighth Army—spear- 
head of the operation—already have 
run into it. Most of the opposition 
was looked for from the Boche, but 
it seemed unlikely that they would 
be in great force in Southern Italy 
In the north of the peninsula, how- 
ever, the Germans are reported to 
be holding the line of the Po River 
in strength, and likely have defen- 
sive positions south of there a 
well. 


Calamity For Nazis 


One of the most important and 


interesting operations in connection 
with the invasion was the Allied 
bombing of the bridges in the Bren- 
ner Pass, which is the great gate- 
way through the Alps into Italy 
from Germany. This has been the 
main invasion route into Italy from 
the north through the centuries. 
Its railway and highway have pro- 
vided the thoroughfare for Axis 
transport and a crippling of this 
communication would be a calamity 
for the Germans. 


One of the main assets the Allies 


will acquire by overrunning Italy 
will be air bases in the North from 
which they can extend their bomb- 
ing of the Eastern part of the 
Reich and occupied territories. An- 
other great prize would be the ac- 
quisition of the Italian Navy—great- 
ly whittled down through years of 
war but still containing many use- 
ful warships. There is hope that 
the fleet may be taken over intact. 


Bitter With The Sweet 


Of course, knocking Italy out of 


the war represents an immense gain, 
but the country already is virtually 
impotent from the standpoint of 
offensive warfare. Thus the invasion 
represents a mopping up process. 
Still, this will have its moral effect 
and will further weaken the Axis 
imp on the Balkans. 
When we 


hme driven the Nazis out ol north- 
ern Italy, we also .shall ha\e sained 
a bridgehead of sorts from which 
ne could move into southern Frpnce 
:md the Balkans. 


We shall have to take the bitter 


with the sweet, though. Among the 
liabilities we shall acquire if we 
overrun all Italy will be the neces- 
sity Of putting a force of several 
hundred thousand men into the 
country for garrison duty. The Al- 
lies also will ha\e to help feed 40,- 
000.000 hungry Italian mouths, and 
find the cargo vessels, on which to 
move supplies to the little country.

Nazis Fight Stubbornly 


Capture of the Ukraine strong- 


hold of Sumy, 90 miles northwest of 
Kharkov by Gen. Nikolai Vatutin's 
command was announced personally 
by Marshal Stalin in an order of the 
day yesterday, while a communique 
told of the storming of Krolevets 
and Yampol on the important Bry- 
ansk-Kiev railway linking the 
southern and central fronts. 


The Donets Basin drive yielded 


the cities of Voroshilovsk, Slavyano- 
serbsk and Lisichansk, while Bude- 
novka, 20 miles from Mariupol, fell 
to the Red army troops in then- 
push along the rim of the Sea of 
Azov, the communique said. 


The Russian bulletin, which was 


recorded py the Soviet Monitor here, 
emphasized that the Germans were 
battling stubbornly all along the 
600-mile front in their effort to get 
the bulk of their armies safely 
across the Dnieper.

Still 
I have a hunch th at there are other 
things the Allies would rather be 
doing right now than cleaning up 
this peninsula which is merely an 
appendage of the continent and 
cannot bring the W estern United 
Nations armies immediately to grips 
with the Nazi forces within Hitler's 
European fortress. 
Indeed. It s my suggestion th a t we 
watchers keep one eye on the u n ­ 
folding of the dram a in Italy, and 
the other cocked in the direction of 
other possible Invasion points. The 
Allies have more than this one trick 
in their old kit bags. 
The

Calamity For Nails 
One of the most im portant and 
interesting operations in connection 
with Hic invasion was the Allied 
bombing of the bridges in the B ren­ 
ner Pass. which is the great gate­ 
way through the Alps Into Italy 
from Germany. This has been the 
main invasion route into Italy from 
the north through the centuries. 
Its railway and highway have pro­ 
vided 
the 
thoroughfare 
for Axis 
transport and a crippling of this 
communication would be a calamity 
for the Germans. 
One of the main assets the Allies 
will acquire by overrunning Italy 
will be air bases in the North from 
which they can extend their bomb­ 
ing of the Eastern part of the 
Reich and occupied territories. An­ 
other great prize would be the ac­ 
quisition of the Italian Nayy —great­ 
ly whittled down through years of 
war but still containing many use­ 
ful warships. 
There is hope th at 
the fleet may be taken over intact. 
Bitter With The Sweet 
Of course, knocking Italy out of 
the war represents an immense gain, 
but tile country already is virtually 
impotent from the standpoint of 
offensive warfare. Thus the invasion 
represents a mopping up process. 
Still, this will have its moral effect 
and will further weaken the Axis 
grip on the Balkans. 
W hen we 
have driven the Nazis out of n orth­ 
ern Italy, we also shall have gained 
* bridgehead of sorts from which 
could move into southern France 
and the Balkans. 
We shall have to take the bitter 
with the sweet, though. Among the 
liabilities we shall acquire if we 
overrun all Italy will be the neces­ 
sity of putting a force of several 
hundred 
thousand men into the 
country for garrison duty, m e Al­ 
lies also will have to help feed 40.- 
000.000 hungry Italian mouths, and 
find the cargo vessels on which to 
move supplies to the little country.

Last May 10, OPA announced the 
removal of all "convertibility tests" 
for obtaining auxiliary or supple- 
mentary rations for private dwell- 
ings in this shortage area. 


In effect, this action means that 


residential and commercial build- 
ings having rations for 1942-43 of 
less than 10,000 gallons will receive 
their 1943-44 allotments of fuel oil 
whether or not their equipment is 
technically convertible to coal. 


OPA officials explained that the 


immediate goal of saving approxi- 
mately 100,000,000 barrels of fuel

SCHOOL HEADS 
STUDY HARVEST 
HELP SYSTEMS 


A plan "to increase the efficiency" 


of school children employed on 
farms and orchards this fall was 
recommended to local boards by the 
county school board at the conclu- 
sion of a meeting 'with school prin- 
cipals, fruit growers and farm labor 
heads, Tuesday evening at the court 
house. 
The plan calls for the schools to 


hold assemblies or group meetings 
to impress upon the pupils the fact 
that while they are in the orchards 
they are to be working under the 
supervision of the school authorities 
just as though they were attending 
school in the classroom and that 
their attendance, conduct and the 
quality and quantity of their work 
will be checked by the teacher, par- 
ent, or manager of the orchard or 
farm on which they work. 


Special forms were established to 


be filled in by the grower or parent 
giving the number of hours the child 
worked, his conduct and the quality 
_of his work, and the kind of work 
he has done. This form will be 
given to each student when schools 
close in October to help with the 
apple harvest and the youngsters 
will turn the form over to the par- 
ent or manager who will return the 
form to the principal at the end o:~ 
the working season.

If Senator Philander Chase Knox 


had Accepted Senator Boise Pen- 
rose's "offer" of the presidency War- 
ren G. Harding might never have 
been president of the United States. 


Leighton C. Taylor, Esq., Benders- 


ville, for 18 years secretary to Sen- 
ator Penrose implied that fact to a 
talk before the Rotary club Monday 
evening. 


The "Harding for President" move 


started in the summer of 1919 while 
Penrose was still in good health, 
Mr. Taylor said. "It was a custom 
of Pemose to go to a hotet when 
he had a lot of work to do and 
wanted privacy to order to get it 
done," Mr. Taylor said. "Congress 
was to session throughout the sum- 
mer" and Penrose told Taylor to 
call the Senate and "tell Harding 
to come down here." At that time 
there was no talk of Harding for 
President, Mr. Taylor explained. 


Offer to Harding 


^^Harding came in. Penrose said 


'have a cigar, takp your coat off and 
sit' down.' then with no other intro- 
duction Penrose said, 'Harding, how 
would you like to be president?' 


"Harding had apparently never 


considered himself as presidential 
timber and amazement spread over 
his face. He put forth a number of 
excuses saying that he did not have 
even the Ohio delegation for him, 
that he did not feel he could under- 
take a campaign, and that he had 
no moriey for a campaign. 


"Penrose said 'You look like -a 


president. You can do a front porch 
campaign. Well get you a good 
cabinet so you won't have much 
work to do.' 
"From that time on Penrose start- 


ed to talk to his keymen for Hard- 
ing as president. 


"Penrose was a president-maker 


at that time. For a long time he 
had been more than a state leader 
and had become a national leader 
to whom party leaders throughout 
the country looked for advice. And 
he kept getting these leaders to work 
for Harding. 


Disliked Speech 


"In the fall of 1919 Penrose be- 


came ill, and Joseph Grundy, who 
was Penrose's first lieutenant, was 
asked by Penrose to stage a ban- 
quet for Harding before the Manu- 
'acturers' association." 


Harding talked at the dinner and 


Mr. Taylor later read the speech to 
Penrose. 
"Harding had been a member- of 


the Merion band and during the 
speech he talked at some length on 
his experiences with that band. 
Penrose listened and then said that 
Harding should not have talked so 
much about the band but should 
have talked more about the tariff. 


"Harding is not as big a man as 


I thought he was," Mr. Taylor said 
Penrose told him. 


"After that Penrose cooled off 


slightly and the Harding for presi- 
dent boom died out. One Sunday 
Penrose had me send for Senator 
Knox who was then living at Valley 
Forge," Mr. Taylor continued. "He 
put the same question to Knox, 
'Would you like to be president?' 
Knox said he did not want the post 
and after Penrose asked agalii and 
again said he would give his answer 
n ten days. The days went by 
and Senator Knox never did answer. 


Convention Fight 


"At the time of the convention 


all arrangements had been made for 
Penrose to attend, but he was too 
ill. Private telephone and Western 
Union toes were installed directly 
from Penrose's Spruce street house 
in Philadelphia to the convention 
building in Chicago. The cost was 
$4,800 for the six days of the con- 
vention. Penrose had his lieuten- 
ants at Chicago and suggested Sen- 
ator Knox for president and Hiram 
Johnson for vice president. That 
plan fell through when Johnson re- 
fused to take second place on the 
ticket. 
"There were a great number of 


candidates—for tne presidency and 
the convention dragged out through 
the entire week with no one having 
a majority. At the end of the week 
there were some suggestions that 
the convention be held over to the 
next week but many delegates, hav- 
ing spent all of their money were 
ready to go home. 
Harding: Selected 


"At the end of the week Pen- 


rose's lieutenants gathered together 
with other leaders and decided to 
try for Harding. 
Harding went 


through and was the next presi- 
dent," Mr. Taylor continued. 


"Penrose was a big man, mentally 


and physically and dominated every 
gathering he attended. 
He had 


everything, looks, brains and money 
and took advantage of all of it," 
the speaker said. 


He did everything in a big way, 


Mr. Taylor asserted. In two months 
he purchased $1,148.44 worth of 
clothes including 48 night shirts. 
48 colored shirts, 48 white shirts, 24 
pair of suspenders, 48 handker- 
chiefs and 12 pah- of silk gloves, 
according to a bill read by Mr. Tay- 
lor to the group. "Everything he 
did was on that scale," the Benders- 
vllle attorney said.

of milk and 516 pounds of butterfat 
during the year ending July 30. Her 
nearest competitor, Pet, a registered 
Guernsey in the herd of Norman J. 
King. York Springs, produced 9.101 
pounds of milk and 476.6 pounds of

registered Holstein in the herd of 
Edgar W. Weaner, Gettysburg R. 4.

There were 416 cows in the county 


association during all of the year. 
The total cows tested was 467. Dur- 
ing the year, 77 cows were disposed 
of with the largest number, 22, be- 
ing removed from the herds because 
of low production. Four died and 
five were removed because of old 
age. 
Fourteen -were sold for dairy 


purposes. 


Average production was a little 


lower last year with more cows on 
test than during any year since the 
establishment of .the association 16 
years ago. The average cow gave 
7,198 
pounds of milk and 284.6 


pounds of butterfat. 
The average 


number of cows on test was 328.68 
an increase of 11 over the previous 
highest in 1940. The association 
had 253.07 cows on test during its 
first year, 1928.

fat given by the average cow was 
$241.13 and the total cost of feed 
for the cows on an average was 
$97.38. The value of the product 
above the feed costs was given as 
•$143.75. The average feed cost per 
100 pounds of milk was $1.35 and 
the average feed cost per pound of 
butterfat was 34 cents.

TO OHEOK HEAVY 
RURAL FIRE TOLL 


Adams county's fire fighting equip- 


ment, now at the peak of its pro- 
tective strength, may be increased 
if a plan projjfJsed by Dr. David J. 
Price, president of the National Fire 
Protection association, at the fifth 
annual firemen's training school at 
Lewistown recently is carried out. 


Every fire company in the county 


has increased its fire protection by 
purchasing special equipment such 
as Indian fire fighters and the like 
for defense during war time under 
civilian council of defense regula- 
tions. 


Dr. Price suggests that the addi- 


tional fire fighting equipment and 
appliances provided by the Office of 
Civilian Defense for the protection 
of large cities and industrial centers 
against air raids be turned over to 
the rural communities after the 
war. 


"If this were done it is reason- 


able to assume that in a few years 
following the war there would be 
a marked reduction in farm and 
rural losses in the United States," 
he said. 


Many Tracks to be Available 


At the present time, rural fire 


losses exact a terrific toll, causing 
annual damage of $200,000.000 and 
representing about 60 per cent of 
the entire fire loss in the country, 
Dr. Price pointed out. 


Adams county communities, all of 


which provide fire protection to the 
surrounding countryside s h o u l d 
benefit under the program if it is 
carried out as Dr. Price suggests, 
local firemen say. Thousands of 
additional fire trucks were made 
available to the cities in addition 
to the regular equipment purchased 
by the cities themselves.

Adams county's auto accident toll 


dropped to nine during August, the 
monthly recaptiulation of the ac- 
tivities of the Gettysburg substation 
of the state police discloses.

"Our greatest losses come from 


rural fires. Most of thp fires In town 
are 
discovered quickly and the 


trucks are there in a few minutes. 
Another minute is spent in hooking 
up to a fire plug and a stream of 
water is on the fire. 


"In country fires," Chief Aumen 


said, "the conditions are different. 
A 10- or 15-minute period may 
elapse before the fire trucks arrive 
at the scene of the fire and another 
15 minutes may pass before water 
can be secured from the nearest 
stream or well." 


Outline Future Plans 


Firemen in Arendtsville and Big- 


lerville queried on the same point 
agreed with local firemen that bet- 
ter than 50 per cent of the fires oc- 
cur in rural areas and that the 
rural fires are more disastrous than 
fires occurring in the towns. 


Chief Aumen agreed heartily to 


Dr. Price's suggestion that the addi- 
tional equipment be given the rural 
communities. He pointed out that 
if enough equipment is available 
after the war the county's fire com- 
panies could establish fire centers 
in their territory. A small station 
could be set up in a centrally locat- 
ed farm every several miles and fire 
fighting equipment could be stored 
there. 
Neighboring farmers could 


be taught to use the equipment. 
In that way, he pointed out, fire 
equipment could be brought to bear 
against a fire no matter where it 
occurred in the county within a few 
minutes after its discovery. And the 
efforts of the country firemen would 
stave off the flames until the heavier 
equipment could arrive from nearby 
towns to handle the conflagration.

Get Ration Book 


Word was received at the District 


OPA office in Harrisburg Wednesday 
that an agreement has been reached 
with the Armed Services to extend 
the date for mailing of military ap- 
plications for War Ration Book 3, 
from August 31 to September 11. 
This provides for continuation of 
present procedure and simply ex- 
tends the mailing date. 


Beginning September 12, all mili- 


tary applicants 
for War Ration 


Book Three will apply to local War 
Price and Rationing Boards. Upon 
completion of the necessary forms 
by the applicant Boards will be in- 
structed to mail them to the OPA 
Mailing Center, Chicago, Illinois, 
where one central military file will 
be maintained for the entire Unit- 
ed States and books will be returned 
directly to military applicants from 
Chicago by mail.
